Among the iteras was one allow ing five dollars for 
paym ent of hack hire in the arrest of Senator Kane 
by the Sergeant-at-Arm s,aud an item for the paym ent 
of mileage to witnesses in the prison investigation.

The S p e a k e r called him to order, saying he 
would not allow’ any member to allude to any action 
of the body as infamous. 
Mr. B r a u n h a r t denounced the bill. 
He would 
be recreant to his tru st if he did not denounce the 
measure which is to despoil the treasury of San 
Francisco. 
. 
Mr. D el V alle said if it was r o t unparliam entary 
he would say th at this bill is the consumm ation of 
all infamy. 
The m ouths of members had been 
gagged bi* the previous question, which had shut 
out all protest?. 
He hoped the j»eople would brand 
this measure as having passed under th e lash and 
gag of ihe majority. 
This bill legislates out of office 
one of the best officers in the State in order to give 
room for some one else. 
Aa a representative of the 
whole State he entered his protest against having 
this measure crammed down his throat without 
means of am endm ent or debate. 
Mr. Mathews said Lord Byron had rem arked that 
after he had w ritten the first few lines of his English 
Bards,'he M t better. 
He had no hopes of getting a 
reconsideration, but he would feel better after ex­ 
pressing his views. 
All bad legislation is put 
t .rough, under the previous question. 
There was 
not a tingle Democrat in Sau Francisco who has 
rec mmended the passage of this bill, as has been 
charged.

The charter puts the power in the 
hands of the best cit zens of San Francisco to 
squelch incendiarism, aud th at is the cause of all 
these tears. 
The Democrats say they can’t stand it. 
They have got to stand it. 
They had as well take 
it kindly. 
Mr. bi non sa id the bill has been railroaded through 
w ithout giving the representatives from San Fran­ 
cisco a chance to he heard. 
I t turns the govern­ 
m ent of San Franci-eo upside do a n, and makes 
political machines out of all the departm ents. They 
refused to heed it to the San Francisco delegation 


who arc most interested in it. 
He wanted a fair 
deal, so th at it can be properly amended. 
He had 
expected to see a body here in the interest of the 
people, but the members had been gagged by the 
previous question.

pleased all over.

Tiie Commission shall consider all classes 
ot questions involved ncctssary to establish a ju d i­ 
cious tariff in justice to a i interests, may visit all 
parts of the country, and report to Congress from 
tim e to time, and report finally not laler than De­ 
cember 8th. 
Slater introdnc d a bill forfeiting the unearned 
lands included in the urani made to the Oregon 
Central Railroad Company by the Act of May 4, j 
1S70, and for other purposes. 
Referred to the Com- 1 
m ittce on Judiciary, which lias charge of all bills to 
forfeit railway grants. 
The joint resolution legalizing the health ordi- 
naces of t he District of Columbia was taken up and 
passed—40 to 5. 
Consideration of the Geneva Award bill was re­ 
sumed. 
Davis of Illinois addressed the Sen-tc. and ex­ 
pressed surprise th at lloar should deny th at the un­ 
derw riters are entitled to the rights of the insured 
owners of vessels destroyed by the inculpated cruis­ 
ers. 
He declared th at England failed in her duty, 
and we m ight have declared w ar: bu t according to 
the enlightened spirit of the age we subm itted our 
disagreem ents to arbitration, and are bo. nd by the 
letter and spirit of tile result. 
We have no right to 
divert the aw ard claims which were rejected, namely, 
all except those for direct losses by the inculpated 
cruisers. 
O ur obligation on this p iu t is solely a 
moral one, because the United States is not fiable to 
a suit. 
Bayard supported the bill. 
Blaine and Carpenter engaged in an am using col­ 
loquy, and pending the debate the Senate adjourned. 


H ouse. 
W ashington, April 13th. — The arm y bill was 
taken up, and Ewing addressed the House.

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 


Secretary Evarts’ Report on Negotiations 
With China. 
[By Telegraph.l 


W a s h in g to n , April 12th.—I n response to 
the House resolution of February 12th last, 
calling for information on the subject of the 
negotiation with the Chinese Government 
concerning the restrictions of Chinese immi­ 
gration, the President to-day transmitted to 
the House a report from Secretary of State 
Kvarts in response. After quoting the reso­ 
lution which was referred to him by the Pres­ 
ident, he says: 
The committee resolution of the 25th of February, 
1878, requesting the President to ojien correspond-’ 
ence with China and Great Britain, appears to have 
been a joint resolution which was read twice in the 
House and then recommitted. 
No further action 
was taken in the H-m-e or Senate, and consequently 
it lias never been communicated lo the President or 
referred to this departm ent. 
No steps, therefore, 
have been or could have been taken in formal pur­ 
suance of tiie requests of the resolution, but the 
subject-m atter of the resolution was brought to the 
attention of the diplomatic representative of the 
United states in China. That M inister was absent, 
on leave granted to allow him to attend upon 
the pleasure of the House of Representatives, 
from the Legation at Pekin, from June, 1878, 
to 
June, 
1879. 
On 
April 
23, 
1879, 
when 
u‘ out to return to his mission, lie was specially in­ 
structed th at as Chinese Ministers in this country 
were understood not to have been furnished with 
powers or instructions to treat in regard to the ques­ 
tions growing out of the presence of their people in 
California, it was necessary to conduct negotiations 
on th at subject in Pekin. 
The character of the 
Chinese movement toward our Pacific coast, and the 
contract system under which much of it was be­ 
lieved to be conducted, were specially called to Ids 
attention, and he was informed th at the Govern­ 
m ent shared the apprehensions entertained on the 
Pacific coast., th at social and political derangem ent 
might result from the excessive increase of th at 
population. 
He was instructed to earnestly impress 
on the Chinese Government the grounds of th s ap­ 
prehension and to invite a full and frank discussion 
of the proper course of negotiation^ to relieve it. 
B ut as our own people resident in China enjoy many 
im portant treaty privileges, and as it was des table 
to work ou t the results sought w ithout di-turbing 
the goo 1 feeling now existing between the two 
countri s or im |iairing the opportunities of profit 
inuring to the 
Uuited 
Stales under existing 
treaties, lie was directed to ascertain w ith pre­ 
cision the disposition of th e Clónese Government, 
and to give assurances which would enable us to 
proceed with such further negotiations as m ight 
be deemed advisable. 
No 
information lias as 
yet been received which enables me to say more 
than th at our rf presentations have been accepted 
in an amicable spirit and with respectful consider­ 
ation, and th at a satisfactory’ solution can be rea­ 
sonably anticqiatcd 
from the negotiations thus 
opened and in progress. 
No communication on this 
subject has been liad with the Government of Great 
Britain, nor docs it seem th at it would be either 
useful or opportune to opeu such a correspondence 
until the results of negotiations with China were 
more definitely determ ined, as the only subject of 
such a correspondence would be in reference to cer­ 
tain practical regulations at Hongkong, whicli is the 
chief point of departure or immigran s from China. 
While, therefore, in consequence of the interrup­ 
tion of Minister Seward's residence at Pekin, and 
the intrinsic gravity and difficulty of the subject, 
no new treaty hag yet been concluded, nor the ex­ 
ten t to which concurrence between the two Govern­ 
ments may be anticipated has vet been asce tam ed, 
still a preparation has been laid for a d< finite and 
conclusive disposition of the m atter, under the 
auspices of the Diplomatic Commission, to which 
the subject is intended to be committed. 
In this 
pasture of the incomplete negotiations, it m ani­ 
festly seems incompatible with the public interest 
to make public the peuding corresjioiiiience.

SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


[From San Francisco exchanges of April 13th.J 
Ijist night the temperature was consid­ 
erably lowered in this city, and at 5 o'clock 
this morning a heavy shower of hail fell. 
The United States Lighthouse tender 
Manzanita is going out next week to put 
down a new set of liuoys at the various 
poiDts off the harbor. 
All, with the ex­ 
ception of the automatic buoy, will )>• 
changed, and the new ones will be put in 
the exact positions of the old. 
The schooner W. L. Beebee, which ar­ 
rived in port this afternoon from Honolulu, 
brings the intelligence of the arrival at that 
port, on the 2Sth ultimo, of the Hermine, 
58 days from Hongkong, with small-pox 
on board. 
She had one death on the pas­ 
sage, and two or three down with the dis­ 
ease when she got in port. 
For the first time in nearly three years 
the departures overland from San Francisco 
last month were in excess of the arrivals. 
This thing lias occurred only twice before 
in the history of the road. 
The arrivals 
last month were 400 less than for tho same 
month in the previous two years, while the 
departures were about 1,100 more. 
The 
departures by sea last mouth were 530 in 
excess of the arrivals. 
It is now several weeks since the law 
protecting seals at the entrance to the 
Golden Gate was repealed, yet the seals on 
the rocks at Point Lobos have remained 
undisturbed. 
It appears that the city and 
county ordinance proscribing the discharge 
of firearms within 300 yards of any dwell­ 
ing within the county stands as a bulwark 
of protection to these sea mammals. 
The 
proprietors of the Clift House threaten to 
arrest any person violating the ordinance.

S q u e lc h in g t h e S c a l e B u g .—The .Ver- 
cury's recent description of the various scale 
bugs that infest the fruit trees of this val­ 
ley has excited great interest among orcha- 
dists, and several methods of destroying 
the pests have been suggested, more or less 
reliable. 
John McKnne says he has used 
the following w ith good effect on his trees : 
One pound of lye and one pint of coal oil 
boiled together for fifteen or twenty min­ 
utes. 
This forms a kind of soap, which 
can be put on the tree with a common com 
broom, and Mr. McKnne state» that no 
scale bug can live after the preparation has 
once touched it. He also states that it does 
not harm the tree unless it touches the fo­ 
liage, and the best way is to apply it before 
the trees put forth their leaves. 
He has 
had great experience among fruit trees, and 
his recommendation has great value. 
Still 
we should be inclined to advise great cau­ 
tion during the boiling process. 
Coal oil 
sometimes takes summary vengeance on its 
tormentors, and in this ease it might de­ 
stroy the house instead of the bugs, unless 
closely watched and carefully handled.

RECONSIDERATION. 
Mr. Mat called up the motion to reconsider Sen­ 
ate Bill No. 362—the San Francisco charter. 
Mr. B r a u n h a r t did not believe there would bo 
votes enough to reconsider this infamous measure. 
The S p e a k e r called him to order, saying he 
w’oul J not allow any member to allude to any action 
of the body as infamo®. 
Mr. B ra u n h a rt denounced the bill. 
He would 
be recreant to his tru st if he did not denounce the 
measure which is to despoil the treasury of San 
F rau d m ío . 
. 
Mr. Del Valle said if it was r o t unparliam entary 
he would say th at this bill is the consumm ation of 
all infamy. The m ouths of members had been 
gagged by the previous question, which had shut 
out all protest?. 
He hoped the j»eople would brand 
this measure as having jiassed under the lash and 
gag of ihe m ajority. This bill legislates out of office 
one of the best officers m the State in order to give 
room for some one else. 
As a representative of the 
whole State he entered his protest * gainst having 
this measure crammed down his throat w úhout 
means of am endm ent or det&te. 
Mr. M a t h e w s said Lord Byron had rem arked that 
after he had w ritten the first few lines of his English 
Bards, he ft It better. 
He had no hopes of gettiug a 
reconsideration, but he would feei better after ex- 
prersi ig his views. 
All bad legislation is put 
t .rough, under the previous question. 
There was 
n o ta ringle Democrat in Sau Francisco who has 
rec mm ended the passage of this bill, as has been 
charged. 
A few camp followers, claiming to be 
Democrats, have done so ; bu t they are not Demo­ 
crats—but ihe very worst enemies the p irty has. 
Mr. Spencer said he was aware th at the fiat had 
gone forth and the bill m ust pass 
All debate and 
all am endm ents have been shut off, and the mem­ 
bers have closed the r ears to all investigation. 
It 
is in direct violation of the Constitution, which the 
members are sworn to support. 
The bill has not re­ 
ceived the support of the press of San Francisco 
It has been put through under the lash. 
He wanted 
a chance to place himself on record, and to say th at 
the Republican par y will rue the day this bill was 
passed. 
Mr. Ttler said he felt badly for the Democracy. 
It is the first tim e he has ever heard any how ing 
from th at party over a blunder on the part of the 
other party. 
The charter puts the pow tr in the 
hands of the best cit zens of San Francisco to 
squelch incendiarism, aud th at is the cause of all 
these team. 
The Democrats say they can’t stand it. 
They have get to Btand iL They had as well take 
it kindly. 
Mr. biNON said the bill has been railroaded through 
w ithout giving the representatives from San Fran­ 
cisco a chance to he heard. 
It turns the govern­ 
m ent of San Francisco upside down, and makes 
political machines out of all the departm ents. They 
refused to «eird it to the ban Francisco delegation 


who are m ost interested in it. 
He wanted a fair 
deal, so th at it can be properly amended. 
He had 
expected to see a body here in the interest of the 
people, but the members had been gagged by the 
previous question. 
Mr. L a n e said the San Francisco delegation had 
prepared a nnm ber of am endm ents which they had 
been assured should be entertained. 
Before they 
had a cbarce to am end it the previous question was 
called and they were all shut out. 
Debate and in­ 
vestigation had been cut off ar.d it was pu t through 
under the lash of the dom inant party. 
This is a 
steal the same as it was in 1676. 
The bill is full of 
little jokers. 
The Board of Election Commissioners 
is to be appointed, so th at the six electoral votes 
can be stolen as they were before. 
Mr. M er r y said for six years he was connected 
with the city governm ent. 
He was familiar with 
every detail of the governm ent. 
This bill at first 
was somewhat crude. 
He had suggested many 
changes, which had been adopted. 
He had read the 
bill carefully, and it is nearly perfect. It will diminish 
the expenses of th e city government. 
Ih a t city 
has chosen fifteen men to frame a charter. They 
can take this bill and make such change as they 
deem proper and subm it it to the people. 
t*an 
F rancisco is governed bv a net-work of special 
legislation, contrary to the Constitution. 
Mr. McD adk believed th at the charter would never 
have any effect until it is ratified by the people. 
He 
quoted decisions to sustain his views th at this is 
special legislation and within the inhibition of the 
Constitution. 
The Legislature has no right to paii 
laws for the governm ent of th at city unless they have 
a voice in it. 
If this Legislature can do it, all subse­ 
quent Legislatures can do the same thing. 
It is not 
true th at after July there w ill be no government. He 
deyounced the course of the m ajority in railroadiug 
this bill through both houses. 
It is simply turning 
the city governm ent into a political machine fur the 
benefit of the Republican party 
Mr. D u B r utz said if any Republican thinks he 
feels badly over this bill, he is m istaken. 
He was 
more than pleased at the passage of a measure th at 
will forever damn the Republican party. 
He was 
pleased all over. 
He would not vote for it, but he 
would take the stum p and make it a club to be t 
their brains out. 
He denied th at any good Demo­ 
crats have advocated the passage of this bill. 
Those 
Democrats are Benedict Arnolds, who are willing to 
sell our. the Dem<x.Tatic party of this State. 
They 
are the same parties who advised the party to vote 
against the new Constitution. 
Mr. McC arty said the deed had been done, and he 
was glad of it. 
He had no tears to shed over it. 
The people w ill rebuke the action of the rings and 
corporations. They did it last May, and they will do 
it again. 
Mr. M a y b ell said if the bill had not received the 
votes of a m ajo ity he would denounce it as an in­ 
famous outrage. 
He m ight thipk it a steal, and yet 
not declare it. 
This Adi Was not, a3 has been said, 
gotten up in the interest f f the Republican party. 
On the contrary, it is a uiilKstone tied around the 
neck of th at party which will surely sink it into 
oblivion. 
It is the product of a few corrupt and 
scheming men and camp-followers, and will prove 
the death of the party. 
The Republican members 
here have made the worst m istake of their live?. 
It 
will overwhelm 8an Francisco with a flood of debt. 
It is the black blot across the record of every honest 
Republican on the floor, which can never be wiped 
out. 
Mr. Y o r k said it was the intention to allow the 
opposition to blow off their steam on this measure. 
In th at charter there is the death-knell to Kearnev- 
isni. (Called to order.] There is a c t a gentlem an 
on the floor who has th e interests of the State at 
heart who cannot rem em ber when the rotten De­ 
mocracy had San Francisco under its heel. 
Incen­ 
diarism and Keameyism has now sw’ept over San 
Francisco like a mildew and settled dow*n on her in­ 
dustries like a blight, like a deluge, and people 
walk the streets talking about blood and hem p and 
fire. 
This is a nail in the coffin of Kearneyism. 
Mr. M ay denied th at the m inority has been un­ 
fairly treated. 
He denied th at there had been a 
pledge in relation to the previous question. He had 
said th at if there was no factious opposition he 
would not vote for it.

Mr. H ardy had examined the legal aspect of the 
ca9e, and he * as prepared to coincide with the best 
legal minds of Sail Francisco who have, irresjiective 
of party, approved it. 
This charter was talked of 
five m onths ngo. 
This charter went to the San 
Francisco dehgation in the Senate, and was ably 
considered in th at body. 
It is no t special legisla­ 
tion, for it appertains to a certain class of cities. 
All the opposition is on political grounds. 
Mr. A nthony said a* the House bad made a kind 
of a love feast out of it he wanted to say a word. 
He was not happy over this m atter, and this is not 
good legislation. 
He had supposed th at the will of 
the people should be respected, aud this is ail a t­ 
tem pt to violate one of the plain provisions of the 
Constitution adopted by an immense m ajority, and 
the Constitution 9ays the cities of the State shall 
govern themselves, and all other cities and towns 
in the State are left out.

It was gotten up by a fossilized 
brood of played-out (xilitic ans. 
Mr. C a r r of Yuba thought it should be recon­ 
sidered, because it had received very little consider­ 
ation. 
It was never considered in the committee. 
There was a m ajority in the committee, and they 
did not have tim e to hear statem ents or am end­ 
ments.

Slater introduc d a bill forfeiting the unearned 
lands included in the grant made to the Oiegon 
Central Railroad Company by the Act of May 4, 
1870, and for other purposes. 
Referred to the Com­ 
m ittee on Judiciary, which has charge of all bills to 
forfeit railway grants. 
The joint resolution legalizing the health ordi- 
naces of the District of Columbia was taken up and 
passed— 10 to 5. 
Consideration of the Geneva Award bill was re­ 
sumed. 
Davis of Illinois addressed the Sen tc, and ex­ 
pressed surprise th at Hoar should deny th at the un­ 
derw riters are entitled to the rights of the insured 
owners of vessels destroyed by the inculpated cruis­ 
ers. 
He declared th at England failed in her duty, 
and we m ight have declared war ; bu t according to 
the enlightened spirit of the age we subm itted our 
disagreements to arbitration, and are bo. nd by the 
letter and spirit of the result.

CHINESE QUESTION. 


Secretary E varts’ R eport on N egotiations 
W ith China. 
[By Telegraph.1 


W a s h i n g t o n , April 12r-h.- In reoponre to 
tlie House resolution of February lJth last, 
calling for information on the subject of the 
negotiation w ith the Chinese Government 
concerning the restrictions of Chinese immi­ 
gration, the President to-day transm itted to 
the House a report from Secretary of State 
E varts in response. 
A lter quoting the reso­ 
lution which was referred to him by the Pres­ 
ident, he say s: 
The committee resolution of the 25th of February, 
1878, requisting the President to open correspond-' 
cnee with China and Great Britain, appears to have 
been a joint resolution which was read twice in the 
House and then recommitted. 
No further action 
was taken in the Il 'U-c or Sen .tc, and consequently 
it lias never been communicated to the President or 
referred to this departm ent. 
No steps, therefore, 
have been or could have hcen taken in formal pur­ 
suance of the requests of the resolution, but the 
sublect-m attcr of the resolution was brought to the 
attention of the diplomatic representative of the 
United States in China. 
That M inister was absent, 
on leave granted to allow him to attend upon 
the pleasure of th e House of Representatives, 
from the Legation at Pekin, from June, 1S78, 
to 
June, 
1879. 
On 
April 
23, 
1S79, 
when 
a to u t to return to his mission, lie was specially in­ 
structed th at as Chinese Ministers in this country 
were understood not to have been furnished with 
¡towers or instructions to treat in regard to the ques­ 
tions growing nut of the presence of their people in 
California, it was ncecssarv to conduct negotiations 
on th at subject in Pekin. 
The character of the 
Chinese movement toward ottr Pacific coast, and tiie 
contract system under which much of it was be­ 
lieved to be conducted, were specially called to his 
attention, and lie was informed th at tiie Govern­ 
m ent shared the apprehensions entertained on the 
Pacific coast, that social and political derangem ent 
might result from the excessive increase of th at 
population. 
He was instructed to earnestly impress 
on tiie Chinese Government th e grout.ds of th s ap­ 
prehension and to invite a full and frank discussion 
of the pro|tcr course of negotiation* to relieve it. 
But as our own people resident in China enjov many 
im portant treaty privileges, and as it was dt-s rabie 
to work ou t the results sought w ithout disturbing 
the good feeiitig now existing between the two 
countri s or im pairing the opp irtunities of profit 
inuring to the 
United 
States under existing 
treaties, he was dirieted to ascertain with pre­ 
cision the disposition of the Chinese Government, 
and to give assurances which would enable us to 
proceed with such further negotiations as m ight 
be deemed advisable. 
No 
information lias as 
yet been received which enables me to say more 
than th at our rf presentations have been accepted 
in an amicable spirit and with respectful consider­ 
ation, and th at a satisfactory solution can be rea­ 
sonably anticipated 
from the negotiations thus 
opened and in progress. 
No communication on this 
subject has been had with the Government of G reat 
Britain, nor does it seem th at it would be either 
useful or opportune to open such a correspondence 
until the results of negotiations with China were 
more definitely determ ined, as the only subject of 
such a correspondence would be in reference to cer­ 
tain practical regulations at Hongkong, whiclt is the 
chief point of departure or immigran s from China. 
While, therefore, in consequence of the interrup­ 
tion of M inister Seward's residence at Pekin, and 
the intrinsic gravity and difficulty of the subject, 
no new treaty has yet been concluded, nor the ex­ 
ten t to which concurrence between the two Govern­ 
m ents may be anticipated has vet been asce tained, 
still a preparation lias been laid for a d. finite and 
conclusive disposition of tiie m atter, under the 
auspices of the Diplomatic Commission, to which 
the subject is intended to be committed. 
In this 
posture of the incomplete negotiations, it m ani­ 
festly seems incntnpatibie with the public interest 
to make public the pending correspondence.

Dr. Porter welcomed him as the great­ 
est m ilitary chieftain of this or any age or 
country, as twice chosen President, ami as 
one of the m ost distinguished private citizens 
iu the W’orld.

try, which I hope will continue to grow.” 
A public levee was then held, and a vast 
throng—estim ated at 1,500—surged about the 
grand staud anxious to shake the General by 
the hand.

The F eeling Toward Grant in K entucky. 
L ouisville, April 13th.—It is certain th at 
no other candidate than G rant will have a 
m ajority in to-morrow’s Convention to ap­ 
point delegates to I Chicago.

THE STATE CONSTABULARY BILL. 


IN THE HANDS OF THE GOVERNOR. 
The Assembly yesterday concurred in 
the Senate amendments to the debris bill, 
and that measure now goes to the Gov­ 
ernor, who has doubtless informed himself 
concerning its merits so fully that no ap­ 
prehension need be entertained as to his 
readiness to sign it. The bill is not the 
best that could have been devised, but it is 
the best that could be enacted under the 
circumstances. It secures the inaugura­ 
tion of relief works, and thus gives the 
residents of the Sacramento Valley some 
assurance that their property will hereafter 
be ptotected. It distributes the necessary 
taxation so generally and fairly that the 
contributions will he in proportion to the 
benefits conferred. The fight has been 
carried on against the most formidable 
prejudices, the most bigoted ignorance, the 
most blind selfishness, the most provincial 
narrowness, that ever hampered necessary 
and beneficent legislation. Misrepresenta­ 
tion arising from all these causes has been 
rife throughout the controversy. Ithas been 
necessary to repeat and enlarge upon the 
most elementary considerations to weari­ 
ness. Those from whom the greatest help 
ought to have been expected have proved 
the most indifferent or even hostile. Noth­ 
ing but the most profound conviction of 
the vital importance of remedial legisla­ 
tion conld have carried the work through, 
but it has at length reached its final stage, 
and we have too much confidence in the 
intelligence and public spirit of Governor 
Perkins to doubt that he will promptly 
append his signature to a hill which will 
hereafter be looked upon a3 the most 
statesmanlike and beneficent undertaking 
of his administration. 


STOCKS AT NEW YORK 
It seems that the new Stock Exchange 
at New York hangs fire somewhat, and 
the alleged cause is the collapse of a min­ 
ing speculation called the “ Little Pitts- 
“ burg,” through which several too eager 
adventurers got hurt. The veteran Cali­ 
fornia manipulators who have migrated to 
W all Btreet look with profound contempt 
upon the weak-mindedness of their new 
friends, and do not hesitate to tell them 
that if they propose to deal in mining 
itocks they must prepare for such disas­ 
ters as a regular feature of the business. 
And assuredly the California “ boys” are 
right on this head, for the New Yorkers 
are like young bear3, with all their 
sorrows to begin, and the San Fran­ 
cisco 
brokers 
will 
certainly 
help 
them to cut their eye-teeth. New York 
will doubtless soon grow accustomed to 
the collapse of wild-cat mines, for specula­ 
tion there hag not been without its frauds 
even when mining ventures were un­ 
known. At first it is by no means improb­ 
able that the average of swindles will be 
rather abnormally high, seeing th a t the 
field for that kind of enterprise is so fresh 
and virgin. 
Presently, however, Wall 
street will get the “ hang” of the business, 
and then the pigeons of the present will 
become the hawks of the future, and the 
Eastern public will afford grist for the 
stock-mill. 


A BAD BILL WELL KILLED. 


We shall regard it as a misfortune if the 
bill to establish a State Constabulary fails 
to become a law this session. The need 
for such a measure has been demonstrated 
so forcibly that there is no room for con­ 
troversy regarding it. The demand for 
it grows out of the peculiar character of this 
State. We have here many counties which 
severally embrace territory exceeding that 
of some Eastern States, and for the pro­ 
tection of life and property throughout 
these wide areas there is only the generally 
feeble county government. 
As a result 
there are many parts of California which 
have for years been virtually without that 
protection which the State is hound to 
afford. In the thinly-settled districts re­ 
ferred to those who reside for cultivation 
or trade are consequently obliged to per­ 
form their own police duty. The scattered 
settlements must depend upon their own 
strength and vigilance, and such as are 
not trained in frontier ways are placed 
at a great disadvantage. 
When the hill 
to establish a State Constabulary was 
first introduced, a circular was printed 
containing a partial list of unpunished 
murders and robberies occurring during a 
period of four years. 
No more startling 
demonstration of the need of legislation 
could well have been afforded. In these 
four years some eighty murders have been 
committed, of which the perpetrators are 
either unknown or at liberty, and an 
almost equally long list of daring stage and 
residence robberies is recorded. 
These 
facts render it impossible to doubt, either 
that the county authorities have been 
largely neglectful of their duties, or that 
circumstances render the successful pur­ 
suit of desperate criminals by these au­ 
thorities hopeless. _ When we take into 
consideration the extent of territory over 
which many of our Sheriffs hold jurisdic­ 
tion, and remember how small the force at 
their disposal generally is, we cannot doubt 
that it must be useless to expect a much 
more vigorous pursuit of criminals from 
these officials than has occurred in the past, 
and we cannot hesitate as to the nature of 
the remedy to he adopted. 
The hands of 
justice have been shackled hitherto by 
the difficulty of securing any force so free 
fromlocal obligations and duties, and so well 
equipped as to scope of jurisdiction, as to 
render the hunting of criminals practicable. 
This being the case it is obvious that the 
remedy suggests itself. It is, to create a 
State police force which shall be perfectly 
free to travel everywhere, which shall he 
incumbered with no other duties, and 
which shall devote itself to the hunting 
down of robbers and murderers in all parts 
of the commonwealth. A large force is 
not required for this work, and the hill be­ 
fore the Legislature calls for no more than 
twenty men. Of course the material is 
almost everything, hut, if the right Super­ 
intendent is choseü, we are confident that 
he will find no difficulty in bringing to­ 
gether a corps of picked men thoroughly 
capable of doing the work. 
The passage of such a law is, moreover, 
calculated to help the settlement of the 
State, by convincing intending immigrants 
that the old-time carelessness and disre­ 
gard for law are no longer to be tolerated 
in California. A similar law was found 
necessary in Queensland several years ago, 
the bushrangers in that colony having be­ 
come so numerous and bold that there was 
no security for the settlers, many of whom 
submitted to a regular levy of black-mail 
for the sake of immunity from raids. The 
Bush Mounted Police were then organized, 
and in a short time did their work so 
thoroughly that the bushranger has now 
almost ceased to exist as a class, and his 
feats arc rapidly passing into the form 
of legends. How easy and safe the 
most 
audacious 
outrages 
may 
at 
present be in this State, has been 
shown plainly enough during the past 
winter, several daring robberies having 
been committed in the southern part of 
the State by men who are still at large, 
though old police officers thin# they know 
the criminals. It is evident that a State 
Constabulary could soon put an end to this 
kind of brigandage, and it would do much 
more. When, for example, such a case as 
the Severance disappearance occurred, 
these men would be detailed to work it 
up, and they would devote their whole 
time to the business until the mystery was 
unraveled. The knowledge that such a 
force existed would of itself prove a strong 
deterrent from crime, and no doubt would 
cause many otherwise promising criminal 
projects to be abandoned as too risky. The 
expense of the institution would he com­ 
paratively light, but even if this were not 
the case it would be equally incumbenton the 
Legislature to furnish the protection to life 
and property which is shown to be neces­ 
sary, and it is evident that the saving of 
property in the first year would be tolera­ 
bly certain to reimburse the community 
for the outlay. This is not an extensive 
or complicated project, involving great in­ 
terests, and consequently enlisting earnest 
advocates on both sides, but it ia a measure 
which ought to commend itself to the com- 
monsense and the public spirit of the Leg­ 
islature, and for this reason it should be 
skved from the neglect which threatens 
so large a proportion of the bills introduced 
during this session. It is not a political 
hill, and everyone can afford to vote for it. 
It is in the interest of the people, and 
therefore it ought not to be overlooked. 
MR. EVARTS ON THE CHINESE NEGO­ 
TIATIONS. 


The Assembly has done well in rejecting 
Senator Satterwhite's very bad bill relat­ 
ing to riparian rights. For to brief a law 
it was one of the worst of the session. It 
coolly proposed to deprive the riparian 
proprietor literally of all share in the use 
and enjoyment of the streams which 
flowed through his land. Not content 
with allowing any one to divert the water 
upon which he depended, this extraordi­ 
nary bill actually allowed every drop to be 
taken, not even leaving enough to water 
stock or cook meals. It was in fact the 
most sweeping and outrageous deprivation 
of natural rights that could have keen 
constructed, an 1 it is not the least among 
the remarkable circumstances connected 
with it that the Sandlot members in the 
Assembly, the professed friends of the 
•“ poor man,” should have undertaken to 
advocate it with conspicuous heat and 
energy. A bill better calculated to rob and 
injure the poor man was assuredly never 
devised, and we should have thought that 
only the densest stupidity could fail to 
perceive that it was in the interest of the 
most crashing monopoly. The Assembly, 
however, has killed it very emphatically, 
and that ia the only satisfactory disposi­ 
tion that could be made of so iniquitous a 
proposition. 


merce, it was possible to bestow some lit­ 
tle attention upon the case of California, 
it might be done. But the casq of Cali­ 
fornia was to be thrust into the back­ 
ground, and the commercial relations were 
to be made the main consideration. A 
more blind and sordid national policy could 
not have been conceived. The most hope­ 
less “ machine ” politicians could not have 
done worse, and in the present case their 
very tendency toward dcmagogism would 
perhaps have helped them to a higher 
view. 
A real statesman, a man of 
large sagacity and broad perception, would 
have grasped the true meauing of the 
Chinese immigration long ago; would have 
recognized its danger, not only to one 
or two States, but to the republic; would 
have brushed aside the claims of the trad­ 
ers as undeserving of consideration, and 
would have decided upon a clear-cut and 
resolute course. But the Administration 
has merely indulged in what Mr. Tilden 
calls a “ futile dalliance” with the ques­ 
tion. It has sought to protect the traders 
by acts, and to pacify the people of Cali­ 
fornia by words. There has too evidently 
been no genuine purpose to check or stop 
the Chinese immigration, and the silence of 
Mr. Evarts respecting the fifteen-passenger 
Act which President Hayes vetoed, Í3 sig­ 
nificant of the view taken by the Govern­ 
ment throughout. This report shows that 
it was time to take a new departure, and 
though the new Chinese Commission does 
not in our opinion promise a Bpeedy and 
satisfactory adjustment of the issue, it is 
at least an advance upon the policy which 
Messrs. Hayes and Evarts have hitherto 
pursued.

BISMARCK ON DISARMAMENT. 


The communication of Secretary Evarts 
to Congress regarding the Chinese negotia­ 
tions fully bears out our previous conject­ 
ures, for it shows that in point of fact the 
Administration has refrained from doing 
anything in the matter. He says that our 
Minister to China was instructed to invite 
the Chinese Government to a “ full and 
“ frank discussion ” of the evils arising 
from the contract system of Chinese emi­ 
gration to California, “ but as our own 
“ people resident in China enjoy many im- 
“ portant treaty privileges, and as it was 
“ desirable to reach the results sought for 
“ without disturbing the good feeling now 
“ existing between the two countries, or 
“ impairing the opportunities and prospects 
“ inuring to us under existing treaties, he 
“ was directed to ascertain with precision 
“ the disposition of the Chinese Govern- 
“ ment, and to give assurances which 
“ would enable us to proceed with such 
“ further negotiations as might be deemed 
“ necessary.” The evident meaning of all 
this is that the Minister to China was in­ 
structed to do nothing and propose nothing 
likely to interfere in any way with the 
commercial relations of the two countries ; 
which is one way of declaring that the 
United States Government decided to risk 
the Mongolianization of the country rather 
than forego the profits of trade with China. 
It may be doubted whether the national 
worship of the Almighty Dollar has ever 
been emphasized more sharply than in the 
adoption of this policy. The one great 
point with the Administration was to pro­ 
tect our commerce with China. If, con­ 
sistently with the preservation of that com- 


PACIFIC SLOPE NEWS. 


Prince Bismarck has replied with quite 
remarkable patience and good temper to 
the urgent appeals recently made to him 
on behalf of a Quixotic and impracticable 
scheme of disarmament. He says that no 
one would be more rejoiced than he to wit­ 
ness such a movement, but he fears that it 
would be extremely difficult td persuade 
the various powers to consent to it, and of 
course unless all consented none would he 
willing to make a beginning. He further 
points out that in such a case it would be 
scarcely possible to arrange any machinery 
forenforcing peace upon the nations, and that 
attempts to arbitrate disputed matters 
would probably break up the whole negotia­ 
tions. All of which ought to have been per­ 
fectly apparent to the advocates of the 
scheme, and almost any point of which 
is fatal to its feasibility. 
Such projects 
for bringing about universal peace through 
an international police remind one of the 
Hindoo cosmogony, which places th« earth 
on the back of an elephant, and the ele­ 
phant on the back of a tortoise, but leaves 
the tortoise without any foundation. The 
difficulty in this case would be to find a 
power capable of performing the police 
duty. Such a power would have to be 
armed, but if it was armed and all the rest 
were unarmed, it needs no prophet to fore­ 
tell what the end of the experiment would 
be. Perhaps a hundred thousand years 
hence human nature may have improved 
sufficiently to make a general disarmament 
possible, but we do not think the necessary 
changes can be brought about in any 
shorter period, and therefore must regard 
the scheme as somewhat premature and 
visionary. 


EXECUTION BEFORE TRIAL. 
E ds. K ecord-U nion : I perceive that you 
copied without comment the charges pre­ 
ferred by “ Delegate Campbell ” against 
Hon. Charles Silent of Arizona. Permit me 
to do an act of justice to one of the noblest of 
men. Charles Silent was left an orphan at 
an early age. A generous uncle and aunt at 
Folsom cared for the boy. His native nobil­ 
ity showed itself in many ways, and his manly 
ambition led him to enter college and prose­ 
cute his course with tireless industry. From 
the beginning of his college course I have 
known him. Not a slur has been cast upon 
his reputation during the progress of his stu­ 
dent, business and professional career. His 
first wife, a daughter of the venerable 
‘Father Daniel” of San Jose, to whom lie 
has been all that a natural son could be, died 
early. His present wife is a daughter of Mr. 
Tantau, one of the wealthiest and ¡most re­ 
spected citizens of Santa Clara county. 
Judge Silent is of very excellent German ex­ 
traction, a tireless worker, a gentle­ 
man of refined manners, and a man 
of unflinching integrity. It is possible that 
he has suddenly plunged into measureless 
infamy ; but such a fall would be enough to 
fill men with amazement for a century. It is 
much easier to believe that the clear sighted 
integrity of the Judge balks and baffles the 
schemes of mining sharps and claim-petti- 
foggers. To asperse an officer or an agent 
whom they cannot corrupt, is a familiar re­ 
sort of bad men. And again, as there are 
two parties to every suit, and botli may sin­ 
cerely believe themselves in the right, it is 
entirely possible that an honest man who 
looses his ease| may Buspect that corrupt 
means have been employed to defeat him. 
Whatever he the facts, and whatever the ex­ 
planation, Judge Silent is entitled to be 
heard ; and to slaughter him in advance of 
trial is barbarous, even though it be done by 
the newspapers. Judge Silent has long re­ 
sided and is thoroughly known in San Jose.

P o r t l a n d , April 13th.—The weather is 
cool.

The activity of the spring season is not ex­ 
cessive, but there is still a very fair volume 
of trade, with about the nsual promptness in 
settlements. In some respects the anticipa- 
itons which many merchants entertained of 
the most active season ever experienced in 
this city have been realized, but generally 
buisness has not come up to expectations. 
The wheat market has been very gradually 
settling for some weeks past, and the ma­ 
jority of dealers are doing nothing, while 
others continue a sort of hand-to-mouth bus­ 
iness at the range of prices from $i 70 to 
SI 75 per cental. Sellers at any figure are 
scarce. 
The wool trade has fairly opened, though 
receipts so far have been light, owing to the 
fact that up to a few days ago the weather 
has been continuously cold or wet, retarding 
shearing to a later date than usnaL Many 
growers have already contracted their spring 


crop, the prices offered being generally quite 
satisfactory. There may possibly be a slight 
advance on some grades before the season is 
over, but about the average highest point is 
believed to have been already reached. 
A large force of men ia engaged in con­ 
structing a telegraph line from Independence 
to Corvallis, along the line of the Western 
Oregon Railroad. The work will be com­ 
pleted in a few days. 
News has been received of a shooting af­ 
fray at Jacksonville, between John Latbrop 
and William Caldwell, in which the latter 
was seriously, and perhaps fatally shot. The 
shooting was the result of a quarrel over some 
very trivial matter. Lalhrop.is in custody, 
awaiting the result of Caldwell’s injuries. 
A fire broke out this morning in a large 
two-story wooden building at the corner of 
Main and First streets, and before the flames 
could be arrested, partially destroyed the 
same. The building was occupied as a black­ 
smith shop, owned by Joseph Roemers, and a 
livery stable belonging to IL Southworth. 
Roemers’ loss on carriages, tools and material 
will aggregate 54,000. The fire is thought to 
have been the work of an incendiary. 


IDAHO. 
Found D ead—Proposed New T ow n—S n o w 
Storm . 
Boise City, April 13th.—E. R. Leonard 
is just in from Wood River, and reports that 
Allan H. Spencer was found dead in his 
cabin on the 31st of March by Matt Will­ 
iams. Spencer was a blacksmith, was once 
Assessor of Alturas County, and about 35 
years old. He was liviug alone 16 miles 
from any house, on the eaet side of Eig 
Camas prairie. 
He had not been heard 
from for two months, and Matt Williams 
went over to his place on snow shoes and 
found him dead on the floor of his cabin, hav­ 
ing the appearance of being accidentally 
shot with his pistol, and of being dead for 
six weeks. Williams returned and set out 
with a party the next day to go and bury 
him. The snow was a foot deep in Wood 
River valley, but was all slush and fast dis­ 
appearing when Leonard left. Parties are 
coming iu to Wood River valley fast, and 
many are on the road 
Leonard has takeu up 160 acres at the old 
crossing of the emigraut road on Wood 
River, and located it as a town site under the 
Act of Congress. The town will be called 
Glencoe, lie has sent in a stock of goods, 
and will open a store. 
Robert Boyd, in attempting to come from 
Summit Flat to Pioneer, in Boise county, 
last week, a distance of 12 miles, on suow- 
shoes, gut lost in a suow-sLorm and was out 
seventy-two hours without shelter or food, 
but finally got in and is all right. 


BKITISII t« L I MIIIA, 
E xports Tor Tliree M onths - R ailroad 
W ork. 
Victoria, April 13th.—The exports of this 
province for the last three months amounted 
to $419,533, of which $339,533 was in coal, 
and $80.000 in gold. 
The first sod of the Emory-Savona Railway 
will be turned on the 24th of May. Four 
thousand men will be required. There is a 
scarcity of labor iu the province. A depu­ 
tation of the Anti-Chinese Association waited 
on the railway contractor yesterday, with the 
view of ascertaining his ideas as to the class 
of labor he will employ in the prosecution of 
the important work assigned to him. Mr. 
Onderdonk assured the deputation that it 
is his intention to give white labor the prefer­ 
ence in all cases, and having exhausted the 
white laboring classes of this province, he 
will, if necessity compels him, fall back on 
the French Canadians of the Eastern prov­ 
inces. Should he be unable to obtain a suf­ 
ficiency of white labor, he will with reluc­ 
tance engage Indians and Chinese.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


A N autical D isaster.—The street rail­ 
way grade at Tenth and O streets has 
impounded the water along the east side 
of Tenth and the north side of O. 
The 
boys have named 
the Bheets of water 
Lake Pepin and Lake Champlain, respect­ 
ively, utterly ignoring the geographical incon­ 
sistency of a union of the two bodies of water. 
They have floated upon these long drawn out 
lakes heavy planks and dubbed them steamers 
and ships, each being manned by a Captain 
true. 
One of the boats is known as the 
‘‘ General G rant,” another as the “ Jim 
Blaine,” another as the “ Sammy Tilden,” 
while a 2-inch by 14-inch by 16-foot clipper is 
styled the “ Pinafore.” The Captains are 
gallant fellows, and improvise poop-decka out 
of candle boxes, upon which they invite the 
best-looking girls in the neighborhood. 
Sun­ 
day there was a regatta. The Pinafore had a 
full crew, and in the cabin a little spindle- 
shanked miss in red-striped stockings, who 
cuddled up on the quarter-deck. The General 
G rant carried as guest a stout lass with a 
baby in her lap, and the Blaine had on deck 
two little shavers in Knickerbockers and 
roundabouts, whose long legs would dangle 
in the water. 
On the trip down Lake Pepin 
the Pinafore fouled with the Grant, the 
atter’s prow was driven into the mud at full 
speed, her momemtum was communicated to 
the fat girl, who slid forward waist-deep 
into the slush, and baptized the baby; 
the passenger on the Pinafore fell over the 
taffrail and went head down into the seething 
waters, while her striped-stockings waved 
aloft in distress. 
A t this juncture the Blaine 
came np Champlain, and through the neglect 
of the helmsman, who was gazing at the 
wrecks over in Pepin, collided with the street- 
croseings, and the Tilden following in the 
wake came up all standing, and the two cap­ 
sizing fired their crews and passengers upon 
the low, fiat shore in the thinnest of mud and 
the stickiest. Then there were cries of distress, 
and rescues, and imprecations, and several 
enraged parents, and soon after a humani­ 
tarian captured the planks out of mercy to 
the youth of the ward, and made kindling- 
wood of them—the lumber—and now naviga­ 
tion on the lakes is closed. The truth is the 
water there has been of sufficient depth to 
float considerable bulk, and it is a wonder 
some more

occurred. 
.Prisoners 
P lead 
G uiltt.—Y esterday 
morning in the Superior Court, Judge Clark 
presiding, thirteen prisoners, who have been 
confined in the county jail on various 
charges, were arraigned and permitted to 
plead guilty or not guilty. The indictments 
were prepared by District Attorney Buckley 
under 
the new information law, which 
authorizes a District Attorney, within thjrty 
days after a defendant is held to answer, to 
file an information with the Superior Court, 
before which, within sixty days after being 
held to answer, the defendant must be brought 
to trial or be discharged at the pleasure of 
the Judge. 
Both the Judges and the Dis­ 
trict Attorney express gratification at the 
workings of the law, and think both time 
and money will be saved in the prosecution 
of criminals. The following are the nameB 
of those arraigned : Thomas Maloney, alias 
John Sullivan, William Bruce, John Smith, 
William Roberts, Ah Pow, James Daley 
and Henry Davis pleaded guilty of burglary. 
William Grimes 
pleaded guilty of [>etit 
larceny. 
Peter Stanley pleaded guilty of 
petit larceny, aDd was sentenced to thirty 
days’ imprisonment, and John Fitzgerald 
pleaded euiltv of grand larceny. Bill Sheets, 
alias “ Pea Ridge,” pleaded not guilty of 
burglary, and Louis Adrian pleaded not 
guilty to a charge of grand larpeny. Those 
who pleaded guilty will receive sentence this 
morning. 


A R ustic Stone F lower H ouse.—On a 
lawn at the residence of Richard Purrier, at 
the corner of Fourteenth and H streets, has 
been erected a neat and pretty arrangement, 
half house and half cave. 
It is composed of 
stone in irregular pieces, of a volcanic forma­ 
tion, exceedingly rugged, but very light in 
weight. The diameter of the inside of the 
structure is about 12 feet, and the hight of 
the {>ile about 10 feet. 
Tbe stones are so 
piled together as to make both walls and the 
roof, the weight of all the material being 
nearly six tons. 
On the north side are two 
openings, which are used as entrances and to 
admit light. The interior is now used for 
housing flowers and plants. The rough in­ 
side walls have been dressed with smaller 
fragments, which ate so regular themselves 
as to highten the effect. Outside and on top 
of the structure the larger crevices have been 
filled with soil, in which numerous flowers 
were planted, and that now mingle their 
beauty with the dark colors of the stone and 
the bright green of the turf that springs from 
other nooks. The design and arrangement 
are unique, original, pleasing and well worthy 
of imitation in other lawns. The stone was 
brought from near San Jose, at a cost of 
about $18 per ton. 
A nother P uzzle Craze.—W ill the puzzle 
boom never cease? From present indications 
one may reply in the words of the popular 
Capt. Corcoran, “ hardly ever.” 
Perhaps 
’tis well. 
These puzzles enable men to turn 
out of the beaten path for an hour or so and 
ferget their grandmothers. The latest puzzle 
is to plaoe six articles of two kinds in a row 
and by moving each straight forward a given 
distance, one at a time, make the two kinds 
change places and allow in the work but one 
piece to be jumped at a time. Unlike the 
Boss puzzle there is no trick in this, but it 
can be legitimately worked out, a thing not 
possible with the 13, 15, 14 in three positions. 
To work the new puzzle draw seven lines 
parallel with one another and number them 
from the top down. 
Da each of the lines 1, 
2, 3, place three counters, half dimes, or 820 
pieces, if your taste and ability conspire. |On 
each of the lines 5, 6. 7, place three different 
articles. 
Now move in straight linesjdirectly 
forward the articles from 5, 0, 7 to 1, 2, 3, or 
vice versa, jumping when desirable, but only 
jumping one piece at a time. 
The German 
puzzle, as it is called, is just now the rage in 
public places, and innumerable throats are 
being wetted at the expense of people who 
vow that it can’t be done.

Senate Bill No. 233—An Act concerning 
the payment of the expenses and costs of the 
trial of convicts for crimes committed in the 
State Prison, and to pay the costs of the 
trial of escaped convicts, and to pay for the 
expenses of Coroner’s inquests in said prison, 
approved April 13, 1880. Chapter 5G. 
Senate Bill No. 32—An Act to amend 
Sections 712, 728, 732, 700. 771, 772, 81S, 
820, 850, 800, 035, 1107, 1330, 146G, 1408, 
1409, 1515, 1510 and 1550 of the Penal Code, 
providing for certain proceedings before the 
Superior Courts or the Judges thereof, ap­ 
proved April 13, 1880.

F or O pen in g a L etter.—John Sullivan, 
who lives at S and Twelfth streets, is under 
arrest on a charge of opening the letter of 
another. 
He gave bail last night and was 
released from custody. 
Sullivan's statement 
is, that early last February, while somewhat 
under the influence of liquor, he got from 
the Postoffice two letters for himself. Shortly 
after, during that day, Terry McMorry 
handed him a letter from New York t« give 
to Patrick Gibbons. In about an hour Sulli­ 
van concluded to open his letters, and took 
one out of his pocket and tore off the end of 
the 
envelope, 
when he discovered that 
he had opened the letter received from 
Me. 
He at once went to a grocery 
kept by Devine, and finding Gibbons there, 
gave him the letter and told him of the mis­ 
hap, and he made no complaint about it. 
Shortly after both left Devine’s place and 
went to O’Brien’s store, where Sullivan sold 
Gibbons a lot of calfskins. Since then, and 
up to a day or two ago, he heard nothing about 
the letter, when Gibbons came to his shop 
and told him he intended to have him ar­ 
rested, which was done yesterday. The com­ 
plainant’s side of the case will be given to­ 
day, probably, before a magistrate. The 
offense charged is not a frequent one, and as 
it is as grave as it is rare, the question of in­ 
tent in this case will be an interesting one. 


J udging a M an by H is L ooks.—Yester­ 
day morning in the Superior Court there 
were thirteen prisoners arraigned to plead 
concerning charges of burglary and grand 
larceny. 
When the thirteenth man, Bill 
Sheets, alias “ Pea Ridge,” an old-time bur­ 
glar, who has already spent his youth in San 
Quentin, stood up, the Judge said, “ Bill 
Sheets, alias‘Pea Ridge,’ you are charged 
with burglary. Are you guilty ?” 
“ Sure, 
yer ’onor, an’ if it’s gooilthy I am, do yez 
thinks I be afther tellin’ yez ov it? I pleads 
not gooilthy,” was the response of Bill. “All 
right,” said the Judge, and turning to one of 
the most eminent members of the bar, said, 
“ You will please act as counsel for the de­ 
fendant.” A t this the prisoner turned and 
calmly surveyed the placid 
and 
blonde 
countenance of his appointed champion, and 
then addressed the Court as follows: 
“ Sure, 
Jooidge, an’ if itlf that yez afther givin me 
fiy a loiyer, I pleads gooilthy, and be done 
with it at once.” 
Then as he turned and 
pointed to the robust form of a youthful 
member of the bar, he continued, “ But if 
yoill give me him, as what is a foine loiyer, 
oill plade not gooilthy.” The prisoner was 
allowed his choice of counsel.

THE LITTLE SNOW-PLOW. 
M ountain locomotives have tw o enemies, 
th e falling rock and the snow slide. Both 
these are successfully vanquished by 
m eans of a simple invention term ed “ the 
little snow-plow. ” I t consists of a concave 
triangular piece of boiler iron, w hich tits 
snugly over the pilot. I t is perhaps tw o 
feet in hight, w ith a sharp angle in front, 
and sides w hich reach backw ard and out­ 
w ard over the rails. I t tosses aside w ith 
the utm ost ease a foot or tw o of snow, and 
so demoralizes an ordinary d rift th a t an 
engine has no difficulty in passing through. 
B ut the peculiar forte of these iron shields 
is w restling w ith the huge rocks and bow ld­ 
ers w hich these w arm spring days detach 
from the m ountain sides. Rolling down 
the slippery banks and lodging squarely 
upon the track, these savage rocks seem 
fully bent upon w recking the trains and 
landing the passengers in the eddies of the 
river. The train comes sweeping around 
Ihe curve all unconscious of the perilous 
bowlder, and the w atchful eyes of the 
engineer catches a glim pse of the fatal 
train w recker too late to avert the danger. 
B ut the little snow-plow is w ide aw ake 
and ready for business. 
Backed by the 
ponderous engines and sw ift-m oving train, 
it catches the rook and hurls it tw enty, 
forty, fifty feet into the air. Rocks th at 
w eigh 500 pounds are throw n as easily as 
the foot trips a pebble from the sidew alk. 
Engine 181, w ith one of these plows, 
cleared the track of a bow lder which 
weighed over half a ton. There is no 
shock which is perceptible to those on the 
train, but when the next station Í3 reached 
th e heavy iron on the little snow-plow is 
found to be dented as if it had been struck 
by a cannon ball.—[Trnckee Republican.
